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Medical staff bylaws revised 
Hospital board approves 
expansion project plans 


The Fayette 
Memorial 
Hospital 
board of trustees Monday approved 
final construction plans for the hospital 
expansion project and agreed to let 
bids for the work immediately. 
In other matters, the board revised 
the medical staff by laws outlining 
requirements for staff status. 
Bids will be let for some $800,000 
construction work to expand facilities 
at 
Fayette 
Memorial 
Hospital. 
Included in the plan are the addition of 
four wings on the west side of the 
hospital which will increase the patient 
capacity from 87 to 107, relocation of 
the nurses stations to better serve the 
patients, remodeling and expansion of 
the 
medical 
records 
and 
phar­ 
maceutical 
facilities, 
and 
im­ 
provement of outpatient facilities by 
the addition of a laboratory with a 
private entrance adjacent 
to 
the 
emergency wing. 
The three-phase project was laun­ 
ched 
last 
fall 
with 
preliminary 
drawings 
submitted 
by 
Brubaker- 


Brandt Inc., a Columbus architectural 
firm. Phase II and Phase III, which 
provide for futher expansion at a later 
date, are only vaguely outlined and will 
not be seriously considered until Phase 
I is completed and additional funding 
becomes available. 
The present plans have been financed 
completely with monies from a number 
of existing hospital funds, including a 
$715,000 bequest from the Wilbur 
Welton estate, according to Robert L. 
Kunz, hospital administrator. He added 
that the money received from the sale 
of a 300-acre hospital farm will not be 
used to finance the first phase. 
Construction work for the first phase 
is expected to begin early this spring 
and will take approximately one year 
to complete. 
Kunz emphasized that room rates are 
not expected to increase due to the 
expansion program. Although hospital 
costs have taken a sharp increase 
during the past year, he said this is due 
to the mounting cost of supplies and 


services. These increases can be ex­ 
pected to continue, but the additional 
beds provided by the program should 
pay for the construction costs over the 
next several years, he added. 


BYLAW R EV IEW is an annual 
procedure, Kunz said, and revision is 
not unusual. The change this year, 
however, 
is 
especially 
significant 
because it may eliminate the need for 
further action on a court suit filed by 
Dr. Philip Binzel Jr., a Washington C. 
H. physician. 
Although Kunz stressed that the 
review of the bylaws began 
ap­ 
proximately a month and a half before 
Dr. Binzel filed his suit against the 
hospital board, he noted that it may 
eliminate the problem to which Dr. 
Binzel makes reference in his petition 
to the court. 
Dr. Binzel said that he was removed 
from the rolls of the active medical 
staff because he could not comply with 
the staff requirements. Instead he was 


Dr. Rose confirms leaving for Wilmington 
Four new doctors granted staff 
privileges at Fayette Memorial

Action taken by the board of trustees 
of Fayette Memorial Hospital Monday 
paved the way for four new physicians 
who have expressed an interest in 
practicing in Washington C.H. The 
likelihood that some or all of the 
physicians will be coming to this 
community has allowed Dr. James E. 
Rose, a physician here since the 1940s, 
to plan a return to his home in 
Wilmington. 
Dr. Rose and his wife, Mary Jo, 120 
River Road, are both natives of Clinton 
County and have planned to move back 
to the Wilmington community for many 
years. However, the doctor has been 
reluctant to do so because of the 
pressing need for physicians in the 
Washington C H. area. With the coming 
of additional medical personnel, the 
Roses have scheduled their move to 
Wilmington in June. 
Although it is not certain that all four 
of the physicians will actually establish 
practice in Washington C.H., they have 
been very interested in the Washington 
C.H. area and two have made definite 
arrangements to move here. The board 
of trustees granted associate staff 
privileges to the four physicians, 
allowing them to admit patients to 
Fayette Memorial Hospital. Had they 
not been approved for such status, they 
would undoubtedly have ruled out 
Washington C.H. as a possibility. 
Seriously considering a move here 
are 
Dr. 
Kooi-Wham 
Chan, 
a 
pediatrician; Dr. Ching-Haw Hung, a 
specialist in internal medicine; Dr. 
Sang-Ming 
Leu, 
a 
general 
prac­ 
titioner; 
and 
Dr. 
C. 
T. 
Lee, 
a 
neurosurgeon, who received consulting 
staff privileges. Which two of the four 
have made commitments here was ot 
released. 
One of the determining factors in 
their relocating to Washington C.H. 
seems to be the availability of suitable 
office space. Former associates of Dr. 
K.K. Wong, a Washington CH. ob­ 
stetrician, they have been impressed 
with the Fayette County area, but have 
had some difficulty arranging office 


facilities. There is little doubt that one 
of them will be using the office vacated 
by Dr. Rose, which is located on 
Washington Avenue. 
Officials 
at 
Fayette 
Memorial 
Hospital and the Washington C.H. Area 
Chamber of Commerce have been 
attempting to attract young doctors to 
this community for some time, and it 
appears that their labors are bearing 
fruit. It was through their efforts that 
Dr. Wong came to know Washington 
C.H., and it has been largely his in­ 
fluence which attracted the other 
doctors. 
The Chamber and area physicians are 
continuing 
their 
efforts 
to 
find 
buildings which may be remodeled to 
serve as doctor’s offices. If office space 
is made available, it is possible that all 
four could move their practices here. 
Each of the doctors is in his mid-30s. 
Dr. and Mrs. Rose have longed to 
return to the Clinton County com­ 
munity for some time. They attend the 
Friends Church in Wilmington and 


have many relatives and 
friends 
residing there. Although Dr. Rose has 
practiced in Washington C.H. ever 
since he was discharged from the U.S. 
Army after World War II, he had 
previously 
practiced 
in 
Sabina. 
Approximately 
one-fourth 
of 
his 
patients still reside in Clinton County. 


“ Besides fulfilling our desire to 
return home, the move will allow us to 
repay, in some small way, those who 
have 
faithfully 
traveled 
from 
Wilmington all these years,’’ Mrs. Rose 
said. 
In addition to moving his practice to 
Wilmington, Dr. Rose hopes to find a 
slightly smaller number of patients 
there. He would like to spend more time 
fishing, something he has not had much 
opportunity to do during the past 
several years. 
Since he will be practicing medicine 
there, it cannot be called retirement,

Lynchburg man victim 


of small plane crash 


WILMINGTON — The body of a 
Lynchburg man was found Monday 
inside the wreckage of his single-engine 
airplane that had crashed in poor 
weather sometime Sunday afternoon. 
The pilot was identified by the 
Clinton County coroner as James W. 
Braham, 41, Lynchburg. 
Braham was alone in the plane. The 
flight had originated in Wilmington for 
Bainbridge in Ross County. 
At approximately ll a.m. Monday, a 
Civil Air Patrol search plane spotted 
the wreckage of the Cessna 172 in a 
cornfield two miles southwest of the 
Clinton County Airport, just north of 
Wilmington. A short time later, the 
dead pilot trapped inside the wreckage 
was identified as Braham. 
Nixon impoundment 
of funds illegal 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) 
— Former 
President Richard M. Nixon exceeded 
his authority in withholding $9 billion 
authorized by Congress for pollution 
control, the Supreme Court declared 
unanimously today. 
It was the first time the Supreme 
Court has ruled on a presidential im­ 
poundment 
of 
funds, 
although 
numerous impoundments were struck 
down by lower federal courts during 
the Nixon administration. 
Congress has since passed legislation 
giving itself power to control such 
impoundments. 
Speaking through Justice Byron R. 
White, the Supreme Court said the act 
under 
which 
the 
pollution-con trol 
money was appropriated “ was in­ 
tended to provide a firm commitment 
of 
substantial 
sums 
within 
the 
relatively limited period of time in an 
effort to achieve an early solution of 
what was deemed an urgent problem.” 
“ We cannot believe that Congress at 
the last minute scuttled the entire ef­ 
fort by providing the executive with the 


seemingly limitless power to withhold 
funds from allotment and obligation,” 
White said. 
Seven of the justices joined in full in 
White’s opinion. Justice William O. 
Douglas, who is recovering from a 
stroke, concurred in the result. 
In 1972, Congress authorized the 
appropriations not to exceed $5 billion 
for fiscal year 1973, $6 billion for fiscal 
1974 and $7 billion for fiscal 1975 for 
sewage treatment grants. 
Russell Train, then administrator of 
the Environmental Protection Agency, 
acting on the Nixon’s orders, allotted $2 
billion for 1973, $3 billion for 1974 and $4 
billion for 1975. 
The City of New York challenged the 
Nixon 
administration’s 
failure 
to 
allocate the full amount. The bill 
authorizing the funds was passed over 
Nixon’s veto. 
The Supreme Court’s decision upheld 
a ruling by the U.S. Court of Appeals in 
Washington that the administration 
was obligated to allocate the full 
amount. 


D ISCO VERY of the downed plane 
ended a two-day search of Clinton and 
Brown counties by some 125 members 
of the CAP. Planes were not used until 
Monday due to poor visibility, officials 
said.

Wilmington post of the Ohio Highway 
Patrol called for an investigating team 
from 
the 
Federal 
Aviation 
Administration and late Monday the 
team was reported en route. The air­ 
plane was totally demolished, Ohio 
Highway Patrol officers said. 
The site of the crash was in a cornfield 
next to a small wooded area. Officials 
at the Clinton County Airport con­ 
firmed that Braham was warned not to 
go out Sunday afternoon in the bad 
weather. The flight to Bainbridge, 
normally about 20 minutes, was for 
maintenance purposes, officials said. 
Braham had received his 
private 
pilot’s license in October. He was 
employed at. Rickenbacker Air Force 
Base in Columbus. 
The body was first taken to Clinton 
Memorial Hospital in Wilmington, then 
transferred to the Davis Funeral Home 
in Lynchburg, where services will be 
held 
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granted associate staff privileges, 
which allowed him to admit only IO 
patients per year for treatment at the 
hospital. He had sought an injunction 
against the hospital to render the 
restriction- in the by-laws ineffective. 
He noted that doctors who were non- 
Fayette County residents could admit 
as many patients as they desired while 
doctors residing in the county who were 
hospital “ associates” could admit only 
IO. He objected saying that the board 
discriminated against Fayette County 
residents. 
According to Kunz, the bylaws have 
been revised to allow any doctor to 
admit an unlimited number of patients 
to the hospital. He also stated that 
while there is still a requirement that 
those seeking active staff status serve 
“ on-call” for emergencies, the fact that 
a qualified physician is now in the 
emergency room 24 hours each day has 
allowed the board to relax the “ on-call” 
requirements. Staff doctors can be 
called upon much less often under the 
new system. 
Kunz said the action was not a result 
of Dr. Binzel’s suit, but a result of an in­ 
depth study by the medical staff as to 
what will be best for the hospital and 
the community. 
He noted that before any change in 
the by-laws is made, the proposal is 
considered by several committees of 
hospital physicians. First a proposed 
change is considered by the review 
committee, composed of staff doctors. 
If it is approved by the review group, it 
is submitted to the executive com­ 
mittee of the medical staff for con­ 
sideration. If approved there, it is put 
to a vote of the entire medical staff. 
Each of these steps was completed 
before the board of hospital trustees 
even received the proposal, Kunz in­ 
dicated. “These changes were being 
considered months ago,” he said. 
Although it is likely that these 
changes will eliminate the difficulty 
which prompted Dr. Binzel’s suit, the 
doctor said he could not yet be sure of 
their implications because he had not 
seen the by-laws in their final form. 
“ I hope the changes mean the suit 
can be dismissed,” Dr. Binzel said, 
“ But I will have to get a copy of the by­ 
laws and discuss them with my at­ 
torney.” 
In other action, the board approved 
the installation of new smoke and fire 
detection equipment. The detectors 
would be connected to the fire doors at 
each wing of the hospital. If there is 
excessive heat or smoke, the detectors 
would immediately activate the fire 
doors as well as sounding a warning 
siren. Cost of the equipment is $1,057. 
The statistical report was submitted 
by Kunz. It disclosed 342 admissions 
during January, and 2,073 in-patient 
days. There was an average of 66.87 
persons in the hospital each day. 
Occupancy in the hospital was at 
78.04 per cent, with 88.78 per cent oc­ 
cupancy in the medical and surgical 
division. The average length of stay 
was 6.31 days per patient, and 7.17 days 
per patient in medical and surgical. 
There were 1,047 x rays taken, and 
6,496 laboratory tests performed. 
The emergency room treated 1,274 
patients. 
There 
were 
66 
major 
surgeries performed and 91 minor 
surgeries. 
The average revenue received to 
date has been $95.19 per patient day. 
The budget estimated $91.39, and the 
national average is $122.46. 
The actual expenses have been $92.95 
per patient day. The budget called for 
$95.82, and the national average is 
$120.36. 
The actual expense per patient for his 
entire stay has 
been $563.40. The 
budget estimated $543.30, and the 
national average is $874.52.

“ The battle we are facing is who is 
going to control agriculture — the 
farmers or the corporate structures,” 
National 
Farmers 
Organization 
director Glen Utley of Indiana told 
local members Monday attending the 
annual banquet in the Mahan Building. 
Utley was guest speaker during the 
banquet where over 150 persons from 
the Fayette County area attended. 
William Burr, president of the Fayette 
County NFO chapter, introduced the 
eleventh-term director following brief 
comments by the Ohio national director 
Tom Conrad. 


“ THE CORPORATIONS are getting 
control of our food sources,” Utley 
said. “ They import millions of pounds 
of meat each year to try to lower prices 
from the farmers. While dairymen in 
this country must go through stiff in­ 
spections, the corporations can import 
food from starving countries overseas 
with hair, flies, DDT and manure in it 
and then mix it with our good products 
to resell for a profit.” 
The 
49year-old 
Indiana 
farmer 
emphasized 
the 
importance 
of 
acquainting the farmers with the at­ 
tempts to control agriculture from the 
corporate powers in the United States. 
“ The people we’re fighting to get 
justice in the marketplace understand 
it — now, we’ve got to get the farmers 
to understand,” Utley said 
“ How much of your food supply do 
you want to depend on from another 
country when they can shut the supply 
off overnight?” he questioned. “ We’re 
importing as much food as we are oil 
and look what happened to oil last 
winter.” 
Utley told NFO members that the 


solution resided with 
the farmers 
through blocking the corporate pricing 
and establishing set prices on com­ 
modities. 
Utley said that with farmers working 
together as a unit in the NFO, the NFO 
could set a price of production plus 
reasonable profit on food products 
through collective bargaining once it 
has obtained 30 per cent of production 
of all commodities in the country. 
The “ Think 30” theme of the NFO 
based on the 30 per cent mark has 
evolved from a history of the NFO 
being forced by industry to build its 
own 
collection 
points 
and 
barge 
facilities and establish its own tran­ 
sportation, Utley added. 
Through its transformation, the NFO 
has set up a collection, dispatch and 
delivery system in order that farmers 
can send their bargainers directly to 
the processors, rather than to buyers 
who normally would sell to only four or 
five processors, so that the processors 
must compete for the products. 


THROUGH EXPANSIO N and tighter 
organization in this system, Utley said 
the NFO can become “ stronger than all 
the money in the U.S.” 
Utley said the actions of farmers 
recently, such as killing calves and 
dumping milk was to demonstrate the 
plight of the farmers to the consumers. 
“ Those dairy farmers were going out of 
business and nobody paid any attention 
but they’re paying attention now. It’s 
stupid to say the feed is too high; the 
livestock is too cheap,” he said. 
“ You 
can 
drive 
secondhand 
automobiles but secondhand food is not 
too good,” he added in re-emphasizing 
the expected consequences of allowing 
corporations to control the food pricing.

Three men have been indicted by the 
February term of the Fayette County 
grand jury on felony charges. Two of 
the 
men 
are 
Washington 
C.

residents; the other’s address is 
unknown. 
Arnold Johnson, 71, of 111 Hickory 
Lane, was indicted for felonious 
assault, Stanley (Thomas) Cartwright, 
50, address unknown, was indicted for 
robbery and carrying a concealed 
weapon, and Maynard D. Anders, 32, of 
632 E. Paint St., was indicted on a 
charge of grand theft. 
James A. Kiger and John H. Rosz- 
mann, Fayette County prosecuting 
attorneys, presented the state’s 
evidence to the grand jurors. The in­ 
dictments mean that there is sufficient 
evidence to warrant holding each man 
for a jury trial. 
Johnson was arrested by Washington 
C. H. police officers following a 
disturbance at the Dublin Bar, 216 E. 
Court St., Dec. 30- A 32-year-old 


Washington C. H. man was hospitalized 
with knife wounds allegedly inflicted 
by Johnson while the two were drinking 
that afternoon. At the time of the 
arrest, witnesses at the scene were 
unable to provide police officers with 
any clue as to the cause of the quarrel. 
Cartwright was arrested Jan. 
16 
after an apparent robbery attempt was 
foiled at Weegie’s Town Tavern, 224 E.

“The President’s budget proposal

Anderson 
said.

more combat divisions and the space 
shuttle and South Vietnam can wait 
while we take care of Americans who 
are out of work and out of money and 
running out of hope.”

The freed highway funds 


Another View 


It is good that President Ford has 
freed for early use two billion of the 
ll billion dollars in impounded high­ 
way 
funds. 
This 
will 
put 
an 
estim ated 140,000 people to work, 
and there are other benefits as well. 
The question was raised whether it 
is inconsistent to stimulate highway 
construction while at the sam e time 
urging conservation of gasoline. The 
point is not well taken. More high­ 


way mileage, and improvements on 
existing roads, will not necessarily 
increase gasoline consumption. The 
highway program is going to go 
forward in any case. It might as well 
be pushed now as a means of giving 
the depressed construction industry 
a badly needed shot in the arm . 
One thing to hope for is that a 
substantial amount of the released 
federal money will go, not for high­ 


ways, but for mass transit systems. 
States are legally entitled to use up 
to one-third of the federal money 
available to them for rapid transit 
instead of highway construction. 
This, too, would give men jobs, and it 
would have the desirable effect of 
speeding up use of mass transit as an 
alternative to use of private autos 
for routine transportation.

Ford is out battling for what he believes 
to be the right. This is in marked 
contrast with the Democratic congress 
which has only belatedly come up with 
a counter program of energy con­ 
servation and taxation.

“Under our new rules,” Denton said, 
“I will be willing to exclude first degree 
felons” from eligibility for shock pa­ 
role. 
Denton estim ated that this exclusion 
would cut back the number of inm ates 
released by about 25 per cent. 
A career man with 27 years ex­ 
perience in corrections, the director 
views shock parole as a “useful tool for 
discretionary release.” He asserted 
that four of five applications are denied 
under the current program , which took 
effect Jan. I, 1974.

He had been found innocent of a drug 
charge in 1968, and a m urder charge 
was dismissed in 1970. 


The rationale for shock parole is 
implicit — that the traum a of in­ 
carceration will have a deterrent effect 
on a first offender, but the sam e inmate 
may well become hardened by prison 
influences during a long term.

Fire story incorrect 


A fire reported in Monday’s Rpcord-
